•work under the pure food and drugs! 
act is far from the 
lea^t of these 


responsibilities. 


This policing task involves seeing 


ito it that none of the multitude of 
'commercially prepared foods, drinks 
.and drug* that pass from one state 
Into another and ultimately down 
,the human eseophagus are adulter- 
ated or misbranded or mixed with 
''any added poisonous or other add- 
ed deleterious Ingredient." says the 
,W8shington correspondent 
of 
the 


New York World. 


The subject shook up congress, 


/official Washington and the country 
•in general when 
the present pure 


food law was in the making. 
The 


(adulterators, misbranderg and worse 
made the legislative going hard. To 
•write the law into a statute was dif- 
jficutt; its enforcement involves con- 
stant activity. 
Unfortunately 
the 


adulterators, etc., are not all dead 
or iff jail. 
The cause of pure food 


continues to demand the attentions 
of the secretary of agriculture (Mr. 
(Houston-), of the head of the bureau 
jof chemistry (Dr. Alsberg), and of 
the solictor for the department of 
Agriculture ,(Mr- Coffey). 


Record of Last fear. 


' The volume-of the current work is 
ehown by the figures on legal action 
•under the pure food law last year. 
There were* 767 cases, involving 826 
violations of the statute. Of these, 
'276 cases involved criminal viola- 
tion. In the 12 months 957 cases, 
1456 civil and 
601 criminal, were 


terminated. Tttere were 386 decrees 
pf condemnation and forfeiture, un- 
ider which goods in 208 cases were 
ordered destroyed. 


These statistics have to do with 


the so-called pure food law alone. 
Its older and companion statute, the 
•meat inspection act, deals with a 
kindred work. Under the latter law 
155 violations were reported in the 
year. Of cases tried there were 135 
convictions. 
All this keeps Solicitor 


Coffey and his immediate staff of 35 
lawyers and the United States dis- 
trict attorneys fairly busy.

Iber thousands. Since the passage of 
the act in 1907 4028 criminal case* 
have been prosecuted under it, and 
€491 cases in all. These have dealt 
with all manner of foods and drinks 


The government, of course, does 


not encourage the use of liquor, but 
It believes that if a man wants to 
drink and does drink he is entitled 
to know what he is drinking. In a 
recent case a defendant was convict- 
ed of violating the act by shipping 
jnisbranded champagne in interstate 
commerce. The court held that the 
term "champagne", when used alone 
and apart from any qualifying or de- 
scriptive words, is commonly under- 
stood to describe an effervescent or 
pparkling wine produced in a prov- 
Jnce of France, the gas therein be- 
ing the result of natural fermenta- 
tion. In this case the wine held to 
/be misbranded was California white 
•wine artificially carbonated and bore 
no statement on the label showing 
the wine to be of 
domestic origin. 


The label was held to be misleading.

it may make official action superflu- 
ous. 


Nearly every French corporation 


that has felt German competition in 
the past is not only spreading tbe 
doctrine of preference for articles 
made at home or by tbe French' al- 
lies, but is organizing for the event- 
ual boycott with an ardor of initia- 
tive that was rare In French busi- 
ness circles prior to 1914. 
It in- 


volves the systematic education of 
consumers as to what German ar- 
ticles and products they bought be- 
fore the war without knowing it, 
and what French. British, Russian 
and Italian 
articles may 
replace 


them. 


Starting with 
the characteristic 


Parisian industry which makes tbe 
minor articles 
called 
"articles of 


Paris," local 
manufacturers were 


ahown in detail how the Germans 
lowered the manufacturing cost and 
competed with them even in their 


! home market; this was done by a 
public exhibition 
of German-made 


"articles of Paris," and by explana- 


i tory documents spread among the 
little manufacturers. 
There is per- 


haps no other industry that is so Im- 
portant in Paris; 
although the ar- 


ticles are 
of minor importance, 


they are made in immense quantities 
by a great number of small manu- 
facturers. 
Following 
this 
propa- 


ganda with the manufacturers, the 
movement extended to a propaganda 
with the 
families, showing 
them 


the French and the German made 
articles. 


"The scientific and medical com- 


mittee of the allied nations" is being 
organized fo rthe purpose of expos- 
Ing to scientists, chemists and medi- 
cal men the reasons why before the 
war 75 per cent of the products and 
apparatus used by them came from 
Germany, and bow they may be re- 
placed 
hereafter. 
Most 
of 
the 


French manufacturers of surgical in- 
struments had become simply com- 
mission merchants 
handling Ger- 


man-made articles; for Instance, all 
of tbe medical thermometers came 
from Germany, nearly 
all the fine 


graduated glassware used in labora- 
tories, and eight-tenths of all .the 
microscopes came from either Ger- 
many or Austria, as well as a great 
proportion 
of^ eyeglasses, 
opera 


glasses sold by French 
opticians. 


Tbe 
preponderance 
of German 


chemical products .drugs and dyes 
on the 
French 
market was well 


known even before the war, but it 
was not so well known that Germany 
furnished nearly all of the synthetic 
remedies 


All the allied countries since the 


war began have been obliged to de- 
velop their facilities for tbe manu- 
facture of explosives. The raw ma- 
terials employed are quite the same 
as those that 
must serve in 
the 


preparation of the dyes, perfumery 
and 
medicine. 
It 
is 
concluded, 


therefore, that 
there is 
nothing 


whatever in the 
way of replacing 


these German 
products after the 


war, since the considerable number 
of works constituted for the prepara- 
tion of raw material for explosives 
will be obliged to turn to some other 
industry and 
can be immediately 


utilized in the production of chemi- 
cal products. 


The scientists interested 
in the 


organization of this committee have 
discovered in many 
different ob- 


scure corners of France men who 
are manufacturing on a small scale 
scientific instruments that they de- 
clare are equal in every 
way to 


those made 
In Germany, 
in the 


past these little manufacturers have 
satisfied 
themselves with 
a small 


output without endeavoring to make 
the merits of their production gen- 
erally known. 
The French contin- 


gent of this committee is already 
practically formed, comprising many 
well known names. The 
English, 


Belgian, Italian, Japanese n.d Rus- 
sian contingents of the international 
committee, are being organized, and 
working In common with the French 
contingent, will 
prosecute a thor- 


ough propaganda 
with the general 


public as well as with doctors, ecl- 


; entlsts and opticians.

this committee has no official sanc- 
tion.

France now eliminate the names of 
all .business houes and manufac- 
turers previously given in the de-

In The Monthly Weather Review,

er bureau during the 10-year period 
1904-1913. Inclusive. 
Taking the 


period as a whole, he finds two res- 
ions of 
maximum frequency, one 


over Florida 
and 
the 
other over 


northern New Mexico. The station 
having the highest record ia Tampa, 
Fla.. with 944 thunderstorms in 10 
>ears, or nearly. 100 a year. Two 
o'her Florida 
stations 
had more 


than 800. In the New Mexico tau- 
ter of high thunderstorm frequency 
Ssnta Fe is credited srith 732 thun- 
derstorms in 10 years. The fewest 
storms are recorded at stations on 
tbe Pacific coast, especially in Cali- 
fornia and Washington, the record 
for infrequent thunderstorms being 
held by San Francisco, 
with only 


eight In 10 years.

Austen Chamberlain Says 


Attempts to Stir Up Be- 


volt Have Failed. 


Declares Oriental Poten- 


tates Have Been Loyal 


to Britain.

LONDON. May 17.-Austen Cham- 


berlain, secretary of state for India.! 
today gave tbe correspondent of tbe 
International News Service his views 
or the situation in India. 


"Statements are often made that! 


India is on the brink of revolution.' 
said Mr. Chamberlain. "Before the 
war there was much talk of sedition. 
There were also seditious acts, cul- 
minating in an attack on tbe vice- 
roy. 


'The wish is father to the thougbt, 


so Germany eagerly swallowed all 
such stories and jumped to the con- 
clusion that when Great Britain waa 
involved in a life and death struggle 
with a European power, India would 
seize the opportunity to throw off 
British authority. 


"The population of India Is 320.- 


000,000 and among that enormous 
number there are naturally some 
who are discontented :~nd even a few 
who are violently inimical to the 
government. There is not a country 
In the world where there are not 
some who are bitterly hortile to the 
government of the time. 
And In 


India a body 
of 
malcontents did 


start a conspiracy to overthrow Brit- 
ish rule. Tbe plot originated among 
the Hindu settlers in California, who 
for a year or two before the war 
had been carrying on an anti-British 
propaganda. 


"Soon after the outbreak of the 


war a number of these sailed for In- 
dia with the design of seducing na- 
tive troops and starting a concerted 
rising which was to have taken place 
in February, 1915. They had been 
led to expect to find India in a state 
of revolution. 
They found it in a 


state of quiet and they found all the 
leading men 
enthusiastically sup- 


porting the British government. 


"So far from raising the Punjab, 


ae they hoped, the missionaries of 
sedition met with a stubborn resist- 
ance from tbe villagers whom they 
approached, their attempts to seduce 
troops failed, and they did not se- 
cure the adhesion of a single man of 
any influence. 


/'In Bengal there has been a ser- 


ies of daring outrages in the shape 
oi murders 
and 
robberies, which 


have produced some alarm. The ig- 
norance and credulity of young men 
have been 
taken 
advantages of. 


Facts have been misrepresented to 
them and they have been led to be- 
lieve that India is oppressed and 
that the expulsion of the foreigner 
will bring 
the millennium. And 


some of these young men of tbe stu- 
dent class have committed crimes of 
violence, which, however, are con- 
demned by all influential Bengalis. 


"Apart from these instances the 


state of India is perfectly satisfac- 
tory.

creeds and from countless numbers 
of 
individuate, offering 
their re- 


sources ^«r their personal services. 


"In.ike viceroy's, council one o! 


the Indian members moved a reso- 
lution which was 
carried unanim- 


ously," declaring that the members 
of the cpuncil, voicing the feeling 
that animates the whole of the peo- 
ple of India, desired to give expres- 
sion to their feelings of unswerving 
loyalty and enthusiastic devotion. 


'"Three hospital 
Rhipa equipped 


and 
maintained 
from 
unofficial 


sources, left the shores of India. 


"The Maharaja of Mysore offered 


91,665,000 to the 
viceroy for any 


v.ar purpose. The Nizam of Hyder- 
abad offered $8,000,000 for the ex- 
penses of one of his regiments which 
has gone to the front. The Maha- 
raja Sindhia presented a motor-am- 
bulance fleet and six armored aero- 
planes. 


"And from beyond the borders of 


India came additional proofs of sup- 
port. The chiefs of Koweit and Ba- 
hrein on the Persian Tibet on hear- 
ing of General Botha's victories in 
southwest Africa, ordered flags to be 
hoisted on the hills round Lhasa; 
while the Amir of Afghanistan gave 
striking proofs of his friendship and 
of his determined loyalty to the Brit- 
ish alliance.

Mem* of rose bitthea are often cov- 
ered with a small green or pinkish 
plant-lous«, known aa the roae aphis, 
which suck* the say from the tender 
portion of the plant and causes ao 
unhealthy curled condition of the 
loliage and disappointment in the 
number and quality of the flowers 
produced. 


The rose aphia paasea the winter 


in the egg stage on the sterna and 
dormant buda of the rose hushea. 
according to A. D. Hopkins, forest 
entomologits. United States Depart- 
ment of. Agriculture. The insects 
hatching from these eggs reach ma- 
turity in about 15 to 20 daya. all be- 
ing winglesa. They are pear-shaped 
and either bright green or pinkish 
in color. At thia stage they begin 
tc produce living young, each Indi- 
vidual in course of about 20 days 
producing 50 to 100 young, which 
on maturity are 
either winged or 


wingless and in turn either green 
or pinkish. Thus the tender growth 
soon becomes crowded with various 
•ises. colon and shapes of aphides 
and, to Insure their progeny with an 
adequate food supply, the wingless 
mothers migrate 
to less crowded 


growth and the winged ones fly to 
other roae bushes, each starting a 
colony for 
herself. 
In favorable 


weather conditions, especially in a 
humid atmosphere, 
many genera- 


tions may thus follow one another, 
covering every bit of green vegeta- 
tion on the bush with their bodies 
their cast skins, honeydow, and thq 
resulting sooty fungus. It can easily 
be seen that, had every aphis pro- 
duced in the course of a season lived 
its full life, the progeny ot a single 
overwintering egg would run into 
millions. 


The presence of ants on the rose 


bushes is an 
indication that the 


aphis is present, 'because the ants 
collect 
the 
honeydew 
from 
the 


aphides and, to a certain extent, pro- 
tect the aphides from their insect 
enemies. 


Natural Control. 


As above Indicated, the rose aphis 


thrives best in cloudy, humid, warm 
atmosphere, hence with the appear- 
ance of a hot and 
dry spell they 


often disappear as suddenly as they 
appeared. 


Aside from a variety of causes, 


like driving rains, winds, etc., which 
decimate its 
numbers considerably, 


the rose aphis is attacked by other 
Insects which 
either devour them 


or develop from eggss deposited In 
' their'" boflies. 
Ladybirds, lacewlng 


flies, and the larvae of two-winged 


flies called •yrphot files are among 
ihe former and a number or species 
of tiny wasp-like Insects represent 
the Internal 
parasites. 
Sometime* 


these natural agencies of control are 
sufficient to keep the ahpldes so re- 
duced in numbers that they do little 
or ao harm. 
Notwithstanding the 


effectiveness of natural cheeks, now 
ever, their Intermitte** character ua 
fortunately renders their help often 
too late to save the tower crop. It 
is always 
advisable, therefore, to 


watch roae bushes for aphides and to 
apply remedies aa soon aa they are 
discovered.

grades of soap are often uaeful aa a 
prompt remedy. 
The soap Is used 


at the rate of 1 pound to 4 gallon* 
of water.

shave the soap Into <ne water and 
dissolve by heating, adding enough 
water afterwards 
to 
maka up for 


evaporation. 


The best remedy for the rose aphis 


Is 40 per cent nicotine sulphate (a 
liquid which can 
be purchased In 


most seed stores) diluted at the rate 
of 1 part to 1000 to 3000 parts tf 
water, with fish-oil soap or laundry 
soap added at the rate of 1 pound to 
60 gallons of the spray mixture. Tte 
simplest way to prepare the spray in 
small quantities and secure satlitsc- 
tory proportions of the ingredients 
Is to put 1 teaspoonful of 'he nico- 
tine sulphate in from 1 to 2 gallons 
of water and 
then 
add one-half 


ounce of laundry soap. One spray- 
ing Is usually 100 per cent effective, 
but If the first application has not 
been thoroughly made, a second one 
may be necessary. 


In order to prevent the possible 


development of mildew as a result of 
frequent spraying It is advisable to 
make the applications In the early 
morning so that the spray will dry 
off the plants promptly. 


The spraying 
device 
to use de- 


pends on the 
amount 
of spraying 


necessary. 
A cheap atomiser, such 


as can be bought in any seed store, 
is quite satisfactory for small plants 
and gardens. 
Good knapsack and 


barrel pumps are available for com- 
mercial growers.

A real step forward in the 
lontrol of man over nature will have 
been taken. 


It Is known, for example, that in 


tour-tries where solar 
radiation is 


•ong, sugar beets yield a far high- 
percentage of sugar in proportion 
their bulk. 
This suggests that 


a number of years, so that by refer- 
ring to the chart you can determine, 
for example, just how much solar 
radiation your garden ought to re- 
ceive during the flrst week in June. 


Separate observations are made of 


the amount of light afforded by the 
sun; the direct light and that re- 
flected from clouds and the earth 
being carefully distinguished. 


The investigations 
of the sun's 


heat are made by a pyrheliometer, 
which has been 
brought to a very 


high state of perfection. 
HB princi- 


ple Is simple. A bright metal plate 
which will absorb the rays of the 
sun to exposed in a glass case on the 
roof of the building. 
This plate is 


connected by wires with a "resist- 
ance" in an electrical circuit in the 
laboratory. 
In accordance 
with a 


well-known electrical law, the heat 
increases this resistance, thus affect- 
Ing the current, which actuates a 
pen. 
Thug the variations of temper- 


atures are accurately recorded in the 
course of a Hue. 


The measurement of the heat that 


Is radiated from the earth is of far 
more importance than 
you would 


suspect; for It is chiefly this "sec- 
ond" heat that 
warms our atmo- 


sphere. 
AH heat travels in waves. 


The sun's heat reaches the earth in 
very long wave-lengths, which pene- 
trate the atmosphere 
and are ab- 


sorbed by the earth. aLter this heat 
Is radiated out again in short wave- 
lengths which are held by tbe atmo- 
sphere. 


to tbe reflected heat. It warmed tbe 
air la tbe valley, 
which began to 


rise because it was lighter, while at 
the same time the cold air of the 
upper slopes fell. 
This process con- 


tinued practically all night, the val- 
ley filled with cold air. while beat 
rose from its bottom to warm the 
mountains.

The light of the sun Is measured in 


foot-candles, which Is a unit approx- 
imately equal to the candle-power in 
which electric light is expressed. The 
Investigators have 
found that In 


January at noon, when the sun is 
shining. It is giving 
us about four 


thousand foot-candles of light, while 
In June it attains a power of ten 
:housand foot-candles. 
Much of this 


light is reflected from the sky. espe- 
cially when there are white clouds In 
It.

This radiation of heat has given 


candles. 
At sunset there are only 


one hundred foot-candles 
of light, 


and when the sun is sixty degrees 
below the horizon, there is one-tenth 
of one foot-candles.

Thus 
t Is seen that the human eye may be 
adjusted in a single 
day to lights 


arying from one-tenth to ten thou- 
sand foot-candles. 


An interesting result of these light 


measurements is a table which gives 
he exact length of twilight at all 
:lmes of the year. This information 
las some immediate practical bear- 
ng in law suits arising out of colll- 
ilons. On the Great Lakes especlal- 
y, the weather men are frequently 
•ailed upon to determine whether a 
•ertain hour was within twilight, as 
he law provides that 
boats must 


show certain lights at dark. 


Although measurements 
of solar 


radiation have been made In other 
countries, those now being carried 
on by the government weather bur- 
eau are the most extensive and com- 
lete. They constitute an important 


American contribution to the world's 
scientific knowledge.
